Thin  Jap  Labour  Crop  was  discovered  aocidontally  by  a 
British  Naval  party.  Jap  officials  had  avoidea  mention  of  it. 

In  the  crjrp  were  1700  cooliee,  meetly  brought  from  Java 
by  the  Jape  for  enforced  labour. 

The  Britiah  Naval  oarty  arrived  to  find  Jap  nodical 
orderlies  attempting  to  put  a  better  complexion  on  the  situation 
by  movirg  the  many  sick  and  dying  into  a  so-callrd  hospital  -  a 
-roup  of  huts  wi  erc  thero  were  r.o  bofi«,  ,4ust  straw  on  the  floor. 

The  Jap  orderlies  wore  anti-infection  monks,  limo  was 
being  used  on  the  ground,  and  disinfectant  sprayed  on  tho  dying. 

Until  the  British  took  o,ror  the  crap,  there  vert  no  nodical 
supplies  and  no  attempt  had  been  made  by  the  Japs  to  render 
nedice.1  aid  to  their  prisoners. 

Most  of  the  sick  coolies  wore  suffering  from  cither 
beri-bori  or  dys«.r.tory. 

Immediate  medical  attention  for  them  wn  insisted  on  by 
tho  British  authorities  when  the  camp  "os  discovered. 

Sfletrh  is  situated  in  the  north  of  Singapore  Island.
